operations courses, because I see little direct relevance 
of this Resolution to operations training. We can, if you 
believe appropriate, reproduce Senate Resolution 400 and 
give to all operations training students for reading at 
their leisure. I can see some--not much, but some--value 
in having a senior staff aide from the Senate Select Committee 
come down for an evening to do the following: 

a. Describe the Committee's organization 
and function. Highlight his talk with some 
specifics, not generalities. For example, on 
budget matters, what kind of issues or budget 
submissions cause problems for the Congress. 

b. Agree to a question-and-answer period 
during which students can ask specific questions 
and, hopefully, obtain specific answers. 

c. Articulate the Committee's concern about 
certain types of intelligence activities.
